Jan. 17. — Several weeks since, 
the Brethren of Clinton Co., Ind., 
wrote me to come to their assist- 
ance and conduct a series of 
meetings lor them.

Both 
propose to start lo the Ashland 
College in the r ear future for 
aggressive work in the ministry. 
Philip Hufford, Henry Nebr, and 
Wm Cripe, were uhoaen Trustees. 
Samuel Latabaw, Treasurer ; 
Job n A. Mil ler, CI e rk . They al 
so made choice of the writer as 
their Elder, to serve them for 
one year from date. Bro. 8wi- 
hart, their former * elder having 
resigned. They also decided to 
build a new church house, 32x56. 
18ft. walls, to he arched to the 
height ol 24..U. in center of ceil- 
ing ; a cupola to extend heaven 
ward and to correspond with the 
size and finish ot the honae, to 
ahow forth to the world that 
theae people mean to worship 
Cod in the beauty of holineas. 

I visited while there, Philip 
llutford, with whom I have been 
acquainted fur thirty yeure or 
more, and ft und liiru aa full of 
zeal and energy for the cause ot 
Christ as he used to be in the 
Hocking hills of Ohio. I also 
viaited at Bro. David Huffnrd'e, 
whose wife, Susannh Uuffbrd, 
was a school matt' of mine in 
years gone by. We spent sever- 
ii I days very pleasantly together, 
talking over the paat of our lives. 
I had my home while in Clin- 
ton, at J. B. Metzger's. J. B. 
has a whole heart within himself; 
and he together with his good 
wife and family have my thanks 
tor kindness shown me while 
with them. I also visited many 
others about whom ti'mo and 
apace forbid me to write.
